GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES by RUTH JOHNSON 
In the Choir Vestry of S/S Peter and Paul, there is a photograph, dated 1906, where the Vicar, the Revd. 
Thomas Boniface, sits solemnly in the midst of his choir, somewhat dwarfed by a row of ladies in quite 
formidable hats. (Just imagine our present Choir ladies trying to reach top A wearing such hats !) After 
the first ‘Trial by Congregation’ at the Christmas Mattins Service 1896, ladies were tolerated in the men 
and boys only Choir on special festival and feast days. Judging by his reports in the monthly Magazine, 
the Vicar was a stern traditionalist of great honesty of purpose. No doubt his honesty swayed him to 
accept what 100 years ago was anathema to traditionalists - ladies in church choirs ! 

The ladies’ place was in the hubbub of church support systems - organising jumble sales, children’s 
parties, meat teas, washing church linen, adorning the church with flowers and regularly cleaning the gas 
standards. For the latter, a special body of female workers was welcomed in January, 1898. 

in 1896 the Revd. Boniface completed his 20th year in the Parish. Having an obvious love of statistics 
he records that there had been 795 baptisms, 189 marriages and 656 burials since his arrival. The death 
toll among the very young was still so high that once a year (maybe to reassure his flock) he prints a list 
of those over 70 who have been ‘called away’. In 1899 this list includes the Revd. E. Marshall, in 
charge of the Parish for six months before Revd. Boniface’s induction, the writer of a very interesting 
and valuable History of Deddington.

DEDDINGTON AND DISTRICT HISTORY SOCIETY The April meeting of the Society heard 
John Steane describe the evolution ot the Deddington townscape. He placed the earliest village 
settlement west of the castle, evidenced by the irregularity of development there. Settlement around the 
Market Place and along New Street-High Street, however, which is characterised by regularity of house 
plots, bore all the hallmarks of a 13th century planned town. He went on to relate Deddington’s 
subsequent phases of expansion and contraction to its economic fortunes. 

John suggested a number of practical activities the Society might care to take up. We shall have to 
return to those. He also drew a spontaneous round of applause when recounting his involvement in an 
early successful campaign to prevent development near the castle site, and he clearly touched a chord 
when he reminded us that the developers would be back. This was part history, part rallying cry and it 
generated a remarkable response. 

The Society’s next meeting will be at the Windmill Centre, Thursday, May 13, 7.30 pm. Jack Howard- 
Drake will talk on Elizabethan Church Courts: the fact they were sometimes called bawdy courts will give 
a hint of their entertainment potential.

The ewes and lambs are now all out at grass with the ewes still being fed on oats just to help 
them on until the weather warms up and the grass starts to grow again. The lambs are also 
having extra feed in the hope that they will come to market faster than last year. Most of the 
field work is well in hand and it will soon be time to 'shut up! some of the grass leys for hay 
making. No sooner have you got over one winter then it's time to get ready for the next. 
The bees have got off to a bad start again this year. The mild weather at the start of the year 
fooled them into thinking that spring had come and the Queens started to lay. When the cold 
weather returned they could not keep up the required hive temperature and most of the new 
brood was lost. As most of the over-wintering worker bees die off as the new brood hatches out, 
we were left with very weak hives that could not feed themselves and we lost about 50% of 
them. I have now brought in some new Queens to make up for the losses and I hope things will 
be back to normal soon. 
The Swallows are back, there is frog spawn in the pond and I have heard a cuckoo, so perhaps.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for April 1849: 
2nd APRIL ~ Went to the Sessions at Oxford, an important measure being about to be 
considered, the introduction of a County Police ~ or not. Upwards of 40 magistrates were 
present ~ and the Police Question was negatived by a majority of 38 to 6,1 believe, with 2 or 3 
neutrals. Only 15 prisoners for trial, an canpeceeiekied nal number. 
3rd APRIL ~ I went to Cuddesden and had an interview with the Bishop about divers matters 
including the proposed new Chapel at Clifton. 
21st APRIL ~ Went to Mr. Field's office to hear a case of larceny against two women (sisters) for 
stealing turnips that had been pulled up and stored in heaps on Mr. Poulton's farm ~ he had lost 
sacks and even cartloads of turnips during the last few months. I committed them for trial to 
the Sessions. 
24th APRIL- I wrote to the Dean of Windsor expressing disappointment in the character and 
conduct of our new Vicar. A recommencement of the Church Missionary Meetings took place 
here at the Town Hall ~ much to my regret ~ after a cessation of 6 or 7 years, I having refused to 
sanction them and having withdrawn from the Society which I was led to join from mistaken 
views, having found the thing in operation when I came here ~ tho' I had never previous 
joined it sft its advocates. I granted a summons to a man from Great Barford against a farmer 
for non payment of £9.14.6d for labour done by him. 
25th APRIL ~ Mr. Brogden sent to me after the Service by note to take a funeral for him at ~ 

ast 5 o'clock ~ a poor man named Kinzett from Clifton ~ stating he had a friend staying with 
fire to whom he wished to show the neighbourhood. The real truth being that he was gone to 
Banbury with his friend to attend the annual Missionary Meeting.

Hands up those who ever planted Begonia corms upside down. | did : 

this time. | have a new one, a beautiful pink which a friend gave me and | was 
disappointed that it made no effort to spring up, | couldn't think why. So now, with 
shoots up the right way, it's doing much better. We still use the potting mixture of one 
part of peat to two of potting compost with a handful of fertiliser as an extra 
encourager. | shall use more greenery this time: Hostas, grasses and some Ivy to show 
off the bright colours of the Geraniums, and most of the containers will be within easy 
reach of the water tap. 

Our little Magnolia tree has been magnificent, a picture of white blossom. Ralph and | 
got quite neurotic about possibile frosts and rushed out each evening to cover the tree 
with fleece secured by clothes pegs. Magnolias bloom a little too early for our climate. 
Time, also, to plant up hanging baskets. They can be put together and kept in the 
garage in an old bucket at night until the end of May. The Kings Sutton nurseries 
(Purely Plants) specialise in really nice plants for this purpose. They also have teaching 
sessions on how to make up baskets and will keep them for you until the right time. 
That is, until there is no more likelihood of frosts.
